LSA Referendum 

At a meeting held Sept. 
12, the members of LSA 
Council decided to include 
information garnered by a 
referendum in the students* 
contribution to the Dean 
selection process. The 

student body is, of course, 
represented on the Dean 
Selection Committee. The 
purpose of the referendum is 
to complement that general 
advocacy by supplying quant- 
itative evidence of student 
positions on two specific 
points. 

It should be noted that 
the Committee has already 
advertised outside the Fac- 
ulty; it can be assumed that 
either option in Question #1 
is viable. It is also per- 
tinent that no Faculty mem- 
ber has publicly announced 
his or her candidacy, nor 
are such announcements ex- 
pected. The referendum 
question will be put in 
French and English. The 
text of that question is as 
follows : 

"The term of the present 
Dean of the Faculty of Law 
will end on June 1, 1984. A 
University Committee will be

On March 15 1983 the body 
of Marianela Garcia, 34-year 
old lawyer and President of 
the Independent Human 
Rights Commission of El 
Salvador (CDHES) was found 
some fifteen miles north of 
San Salvador. She had been 
shot through the legs and 
chest by high-calibre explo- 
sive bullets, apparently 
while leading a group of 
villagers away from an aer- 
ial bombardment aimed 
against guerrillas. Accor- 
ding to CDHES, the group 
was fired on by counter-in- 
surgency troops (the Atla- 
catl Battalion) as they 
attempted to leave.

In a time of generally depressing developments in 
higher education, the McGill Senate Review Committee 
recommendations are rather startling good news. The 
reports heralds a bright future for the Law School, 
creating previously unimaginable possiblities for a 
vibrant intellectual community. 

The Committee's report is a critical appraisal of 
the strengths and weaknesses of the Faculty. It con- 
cludes that McGill's Faculty of Law is a good faculty 
that can become a great one. Two themes recur through- 
out the analysis: an urgent need for more resources, 
and the necessity of internal faculty reform.

There is a great danger that the Faculty will seize 
on the promise of the former, and ignore the criticisms 
of the latter. The report is somewhat subtle in dis- 
cussing the School's internal problems, and politicly 
refrains from recommending specific changes. Nonethe- 
less, it clearly identifies the most serious source of 
internal fractiousness: the heavy dominance in Faculty 
governance by an unrepresentative group of Faculty 
members.

Behind this top-heavy power structure and a fagade 
of collegiality is a reality at which the report only 
hints: a Faculty divided by deep-rooted, opposing 

interests. 

Against this background, the selection of a new Dean 
is of enormous importance to the students of the Facul- 
ty. The Dean alone has the power to alter the rigid 
structure of authority that permits attitudes and 
teaching methods that were acceptable, perhaps appro- 
priate, in the 1950's. 

As society evolves, so do its legal institutions. 
Law schools can and must develop novel approaches to 
educating lawyers capable of functioning in a dynamic 
legal environment. Tenure and seniority must not be 
permitted to impede the adoption of new and more stimu- 
lating methods of legal education. 

More money, more professors, more space are neces- 
sary, by no means sufficient conditions, for creating a 
great law school at McGill. Primary attention must go 
to rebuilding academic resources — research and teach- 
ing equally — and generally improving the intellectual 
atmosphere. 

In this respect, the Faculty seems at present to be 
almost static. A new Dean must not see his job primar- 
ily as one of balancing or mediating the conflicting 
interests in the Faculty, however formidable a task 
that, in itself, may be. The new Dean must be a strong 
leader in academic matters, a person of intellect, 
force of personality, and no small measure of political 
subtlety. The new Dean must be capable of, and commit- 
ted to, ending the intellectual paralysis in the gover- 
nance of the school so its great potential may be ful- 
filled.

Or of hav- 
ing a policeman THINK you 
are taking /dealing drugs? 
Not that you actually do any 
of those things, of course. 
I mean, have you ever 
thought — hypothetically — 
about what could happen if 
those things happened? I 
mean, let*s pretend you did. 
Then what? 

First, the R.C.M.P. could 
writ-of-assistance you. That 
means that they can barge 
into your house any time 
they feel like it for no 
real reason and search you 
and whoever else is there 
and then tell the court 
later that they had really 
knocked on the door and 
asked politely if they could 
come in. And who is the 
court going to believe? A 
respectable officer of the 
law, or you, an obvious dope 
fiend?

shot, another "nas died" and 
four more have disappeared. 
Garcia's murder came the 
month she was to give evi- 
dence to the UNHRC in 
Geneva about the use of 
chemical weapons such as 
napalm and white phospho- 
rous by government troops 
against civilians. The fol- 
lowing are her words about 
lawyers and human rights 
workers in Guatemala: 

"For we who live in daily 
anguish for our lives, who 
every day feel in our own 
flesh the deaths of others, 
and who touch the wounds, 
the torture-marks of the 
dead; for we who photograph 
the victims, who hear the 
testimonies and anonymous 
screams ot nameless fami- 
lies, nameless victims, such 
is what surrounds us. Such 
is what we live every day, 
reflected in our eyes, in- 



vading our nostrils, impreg- 
nating our hands. And it is 
what gives us the strength 
to continue. 



We are not deterred by 
accusations of subversion or 
of treachery to the nation, 
nor by the imprisonment and 
harassment we suffer for 
defending political prison- 
ers. We will keep on fight- 
ing with voice and pen in- 
side and outside the coun- 
try. We are proud and we 
are determined.
